Friend’s 
tribute to 
former 
Haverhill 
man 
killed in 
Kenya 


A FRIEND of former Haverhill 
man David Tebbutt, who was 
killed in Kenya earlier this week, 
has spoken of his shock and 
sadness at the tragedy. 

Mr Tebbutt, 58, who grew up in the 
town, was killed in the early hours of 
Sunday during a luxury holiday at an 
exclusive resort in Kenya. His wife 
ludith, a social worker, was 
kidnapped by their attackers and is 
still missing. 

Jim Morgan, 51, ofWratting Road, Haverhill, 
was at the gym on Monday morning when he 
saw a picture of his friend flash across the 
television screen. 

He said: “It really stopped me in my tracks; I 
was very, very shocked. He was a neighbour of 
my parents and his dad, Stan, lived next door 
for 46 years, until he died about four years ago. 

“I knew him and his brothers, Michael and 
Paul, as we were all growing up together. I 
think he moved from Haverhill in the 70s, but 
he still came back to see his dad and we would 
chat across the garden fence and often went 
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out for a pint together. 

“He was a really nice man and he and Jude 
had been together for a long time. He was 
really ill with a collapsed lung about 40 years 
ago and close to death. I think that was 
something that always stayed with him and he 
felt very lucky to be alive. To go away on 
holiday and have something like this happen 
is just unbelievable. 

“I really feel for Paul and Michael and for all 
the family, and pray for Jude’s safe return. He 
still had a lot of friends in the town and a lot of 
people have posted on Facebook about it. You 
see these things on television, but never think 
it will be someone that you know It is such a 
terrible thing to happen and so very sad.” 

St Mary’s church in Haverhill will be open 
from 9am to 2pm on Monday for those who 
want to remember Mr Tebbutt. 

Andrew Payne, a pioneer minister at the 
church, said: “The family have not requested 
anything specific, although we would be

happy to accommodate anything they 
wanted to do in the future. 

“We know a lot of people in the town 
knew him and everyone has been shocked 
and saddened by this. We would 
encourage anyone who would like to light 
a candle for him or just come in here for 
some space to come to the church. 

“I will be there with others who will 
speak to people and make them a cup of 
tea if that is what they want, or they can 
just come in to the church without 
speaking to anyone if they prefer.” 

Officials have said the Tebbutts, who 
lived in Bishop’s Stortford, Hertfordshire, 
were attacked on the first night of their 
stay at the Kiwayu Safari Village, with 


reports suggesting that bandits broke into 
their accommodation. 

Local police said gunmen entered the 
couple’s room - which had only cloths for 
doors - shortly after midnight on Sunday 
and fired a single shot. 

Mrs Tebbutt, 56, was reportedly taken 
from the resort by six men in what police 
described as a “bandit attack”. 

There are suspicions that the gang, 
thought to be from Somalia, used a 
speedboat to get away from the isolated 
island resort, which has played host to 
artist Tracey Emin and reportedly Sir Mick 
Jagger. 

The couple had come from visiting the 
Masai Mara reserve and were the resort’s 
only guests. 

The Tebbutts’ son Oliver is reported to 


be “devastated” and tributes have poured 
in for his father, who worked for publisher 
Faber & Faber. 

Prime Minister David Cameron said 
yesterday that the Government was doing 
“everything we possibly can” to resolve 
the kidnapping. 

He added that he had chaired a 
meeting of the Government’s Cobra 
emergency committee about the case, 
and that Foreign Secretary William Hague 
had met relatives of the Tebbutts 
yesterday. 

The Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office (FCO) said a team has been 
deployed to the area from the High 
Commission in Nairobi and called for 
those involved in the kidnapping to 
“show compassion”.

Councils move in 
to cut back costs 


TWO councils are to 
share offices - following 
a revamp costing more 
than £300,000 - which 
will halve their running 
costs for two buildings. 

A report to the Haverhill 
Area Working Party last 
Thursday gave an update on 
plans to renovate St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s offices at Lower Downs 
Slade, Haverhill, so that 
Suffolk County Council can 
move there from its existing 
offices in Camps Road, which 
will be sold. 

Voluntary groups including 
Haverhill Citizens Advice 
Bureau will continue to 
operate from the Lower 
Downs Slade building, but 
move to smaller offices. 

Major repairs to the 
building needed to the 
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building, particularly to the 
heating system and glazing, 
will be undertaken now, with 
future maintenance, repairs 
and running costs being 
shared on a 50/50 basis by 
the two councils. 

Suffolk County Council 
may also relocate some of its 
staff from Sudbury to the 
building. St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s annual 
running costs would be 
reduced from £80,000 to 
£40,000. 

The scheme also includes 
updating IT systems. The 
work is out to tender and 
planned to start at the 
beginning of October and be 
completed by the end of 


February next year. 

When the scheme was first 
approved last February an 
estimated cost of £305,000 for 
the repairs and refurb¬ 
ishment was given, to be 
shared between the two 
councils. Since then, the 
exact work needed has been 
assessed and the cost was 
now expected to be signif¬ 
icantly higher. However, 
much of the increased capital 
costs would lead to savings in 
running costs in the future. 

A report to the committee 
said: “To deliver a more 
sustainable and fit for 
purpose shared building, will 
require full replacement of 
the inefficient air convector 
heating system by a new 
conventional heating and 
radiator system, the upgrade 
of much of the original 1960s 
wiring and electrical install¬ 


ations, and opening up 
existing first-floor cellular 
offices, the latter to provide a 
more open-plan layout to 
allow more effective hot- 
desking and touch-down 
working, which will in turn 
enable more flexible working 
throughout the building. This 
approach will require the 
furniture to be replaced for 
the two councils, to increase 
workstation capacity.” 

St Edmundsbury aims to 
improve customer service as 
the Lower Downs Slade 
building will become a single 
hub for public services in 
Haverhill, providing, with the 
voluntary organisations, a 
“single front door” solution. It 
will also improve accom¬ 
modation for staff working 
from Haverhill, to give more 
parity with staff working from 
West Suffolk House in Bury St 


Thieves escape with 
copper and tools haul 


THOUSANDS of pounds worth of 
copper wire and tools have been 
stolen from contractors installing a 
water pipeline in Suffolk. 

Two thefts within a week from 
locked storage areas at a building 
site in Simms Lane, Kedington, 
netted goods worth a total of 
around £6,000. 

The first theft happened 
between Saturday, September 3 
and Monday, September 5, when 
padlocks were broken to gain 
entry. Thieves took copper wire 
worth £2,500, as well as hand 
grinders and Mekita drills, 


belonging to Enviro Fabrications.

Two containers were broken into 
on the second occasion, between 
8.30pm on Thursday, September 8 
and 6.15am on Friday. A variety of 
items worth a total of £2,775 were 
taken, including copper wiring, a 
compressor, an electric head torch 
and power drills.

Suffolk 
has now been awarded 
£11.68 million from the 
Government to 
implement its local 
broadband plan, which 
will bring super-fast 
broadband to rural 
Suffolk. 

“After BT’s 
announcement that 
Mildenhall will have 
access to super-fast 
broadband next year, 
and the existing 
commitment to bring 
super-fast broadband 
to Haverhill this 
summer and 
Newmarket in the 
spring, this is yet more 
good news. 

“This will finally make 
super-fast broadband a 
reality for rural parts of 
Suffolk, where 
businesses and 
families have long been 
frustrated at the 
slowness of their 
connection.

Consultation needed on latest scheme 


Residents to 
have a say on 
council cuts 

SUFFOLK residents are to be asked how 
their council tax should be spent and 
where cuts could be made. 

Suffolk County Council is at the 
beginning of its budget-setting process 
and plans is asking everyone who lives 
and works in the county to help decide 
how best to spend the £1 billion budget it 
is responsible for. 

Adult social care, child protection, fire 
and rescue and roads maintenance are 
among the many key public services 
provided by Suffolk County Council, all of 
which require public funding to deliver. 

Members of the public, local 
businesses, the voluntary sector and 
district and borough councils in Suffolk 
are being asked what services they value 
most - in order to help Suffolk County 
Council decide where to make necessary 
savings. 

Because of a 28 per cent reduction in 
the amount of money it receives from the 
Government, increased inflation and 
demand for services, Suffolk County 
Council has to save £50 million in the next 
two years. This is on top of £43 million 
saved by the council in the current 
financial year. 

Suffolk County Council’s leader, Cllr 
Mark Bee, said: “The financial challenges 
we are facing in Suffolk are significant, but 
I’m determined that we must find a way to 
meet them while protecting the services 
we all value. 

“But before we make any decisions 
about how we spend public money and 
where we make savings next year, I want 
to hear from our partners and the people 
of Suffolk. 

“I can't pretend that difficult decisions 
won't have to be made. But I want to 
ensure that the choices we make reflect 
not just my views or those of other 
councillors, but the values of the people 
we are here to serve.” 

The consultation will be in two phases. 
The first phase up to October 23 will focus 
on broader issues and priorities and the 
second from November 1 to December 12 
will involve specific savings. The final 
budget will be agreed by full council on 
February 9 next year.

CONTROVERSIAL new 
plans for a daytime ban on 
all cars entering Haverhill 
town centre look set to 
further delay a decision on 
the issue - which has been 
under discussion for more 
than 30 years. 

Plans to restrict access into 
Haverhill High Street between 
10am and 4pm had already 
produced so many unresolved 
objections that a public inquiry 
would be needed. 

Originally, traffic orders had 
been drawn up banning cars 
only from the top of the High 
Street, beyond the junction with 
Quakers Lane. It was planned to 
create a new exit road for traffic 
travelling into the High Street via 
Quakers Lane. 

However, a report to last 
Thursday’s St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council Haverhill Area 
Working Party said that Quakers 
Lane was no longer considered 
suitable for an access road 
because of the potential conflict 
of pedestrians and vehicles using 
the road, as well as a number of 
structural difficulties. 
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The county council plans to 
consult the public on a new 
scheme which would make the 
bottom half of Swan Lane and 
the section of Camps Road which 
joins the High Street both two- 
way, to restrict traffic coming 
into the town centre and reduce 
abuse of the current access 
restrictions. 

Access to the High Street 
would be prohibited for all 
vehicles - including blue badge- 
holders - on Monday to 
Thursday from 10am to 4pm and 
Friday and Saturday from 6am to 
6pm. One possible alternative 
would be the introduction of 
permits and/or a controlled 
access for properties and 
businesses affected. 

The new plan also involves 
making Crowland Road one-way, 
but in a north-south direction, 
the opposite of what had 
previously been proposed. 

Cllr Karen Richardson, 
chairman of the area working 
party, said: “No decision has 
been made. What came to us was 


more than one option and we are 
asking the county council for 
more information so that we can 
make a decision next month. It 
will only hold up the scheme for 
one month. 

“At the end of the day the will 
of the people is to shut the whole 
thing off to traffic. What has 
come back to us each time has 
not made this possible - there 
has always been a problem. The 
borough council has put 
£750,000 in its budget to upgrade 
the section between Swan Lane 
and Quakers Lane, and that work 
will go ahead, but additional 
funding is needed to do the rest 
of the High Street.” 

The new plan is supported by 
Haverhill Town Council, the 
police and county councillors, 
but not the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. If more objections are 
raised to the revised scheme 
which cannot be overcome, a 
public inquiry is likely to be held, 
but not before next year. 

The schedule currently expects 
the process from consultation to 
public inquiry to take until the 
end of March next year, with site 
works then running until next 
December.

Sanctuary marks milestone 


A DRUG and alcohol service 
which has helped save lives and 
reform addicts is under threat of 
closure because of funding cuts. 

Residents of Haverhill and Bury St 
Edmunds are being asked to pledge their 
support for NORCAS after it was 
announced that funding for its hostel in¬ 
reach service will run out in March 2012. 

NORCAS is a leading local charity 
supporting those affected by addictive 
behaviours - and unless a new source of 
income is found, it may have to close. 

The charity is currently self-funding 
the service after its original grant came 
to an end in April 2011. NORCAS 
provides a specialist drug and alcohol 
in-reach service to participating 
supported housing schemes in the 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds areas. 

The scheme targets residents who are 
at risk of losing their accommodation due 
to drug and alcohol problems. 
Treatments include ‘psychosocial 
interventions’, social engagement 
support and external liaison with clinical 
treatment providers. Key workers also 
accompany clients to external 
appointments such as with GPs or 
housing providers. 

Paul Evans, team leader for the 
NORCAS hostel in-reach service, said: 
“The hostel in-reach service has literally 
saved lives and it is vital that a new 
source of funding is found. It helps 
clients turn their lives around, benefiting 
themselves and their health and in turn 
the police, NHS and the local 
community. 

“Without the intervention of a service 
such as the one NORCAS offers, some

clients can fall into a ‘revolving door’ 
cycle where they repeatedly enter into 
destructive patterns of addictive 
behaviour.” 

Louise Bland, NHS alcohol and liver 
disease nurse specialist, says “The loss of 
a service such as this will leave clients in 
a vulnerable position that may impact 
other agencies such as the emergency 
services and exert extra pressure on an 
already overstretched accident & 
emergency department, also resulting in 
an increased number of admissions to 
hospital.” 

Assistant Chief Constable of Suffolk 
Police Paul Marshall said: “We believe 
that this service is an invaluable one, 
providing important residential support 
for alcohol and drug abusers. 

“The treatment and support available 
on site can help people to help 
themselves and ultimately get their lives 
back on course. 

“This not only benefits the people 
using the hostel but it also lifts the 
burden on the police force, giving 
officers a trusted, proven and effective 
place to direct people too when they are 
in need of this sort of help. 

“In turn this means our resources are 
not repeatedly being used to deal with 
the same people.”

Make your 
voice count 


on High St 

Sir, I am finding it very difficult to 
contain my frustration over the new 
delays to the proposed 
pedestrianisation of the High Street. 
Having seen the latest (or should I 
now say last) scheme go through 
extended consultation and 
negotiations, with a public enquiry 
promised first for September and 
then for January 2012,1 was amazed 
to be informed at the borough 
council’s Haverhill Working Party 
meeting that this scheme was being 
withdrawn. 

And the reasons for its withdrawal at 
this very late stage ? It is deemed 
unsafe to increase the amount of 
traffic using Quakers Lane. So it’s 
taken 12 months, and the input of 
highly-paid staff, to confirm what any 
reasonable member of the public 
already knew 

Anxious to not lose too much further 
time, the county council tried to get 
agreement to a new scheme, without 
having its feasibility and safety 
assessed, thereby repeating their 
previous mistakes. Thanks to the swift 
intervention of my colleagues I was 
able to ensure that no consultation on 
new proposals would take place until 
the “experts” had confirmed it was a 
workable solution. So, no changes to 
pedestrianisation in 2011, and in my 
opinion highly unlikely in 2012. 

At the same meeting, there were also 
discussions regarding physical 
changes to the layout of the High 
Street, so that, when not 
pedestrianised, it reduced the speed 
of vehicles using it. Having previously 
agreed there would be full public 
consultation on the proposals during 
August, which clearly didn’t happen, 
county council staff presented the 
changes as “set in stone” (their 
inappropriate words). These changes, 
which might reduce vehicle speeds 
outside pedestrianisation times, will 
have a detrimental impact on our 
successful, and much valued, 

Saturday market, to say nothing of 
other uses of the High Street (eg late- 
night Christmas shopping, Sunday 
Continental markets, etc). 

To the best of my knowledge there 
have been no speed-related accidents 
in the High Street in the past 10 years 
and only two vehicle/pedestrian 
accidents, both involving young 
children, one during a time when the 
street was “pedestrianised”. 

Again, with colleagues, I managed to 
get agreement that no further action 
will be taken regarding physical 
changes to the High Street until full 
public consultation had been 
undertaken. So, watch out for the 
consultation and make sure you 
comment because, regardless of what 
happens regarding pedestrianisation 
in the future, these physical changes 
to layout will occur. 

I am not an expert in traffic 
management, but I am proud to have 
been a Haverhill resident for more 
than 40 years. My and your local 
knowledge about the town, the High 
Street and surrounding areas, how the 
area is used and when must influence 
design changes. Make your voice 
count now, before its too late.

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It’s time for 
traffic action’

MEMBERS of a new town 
board have been urged to 
tackle traffic and parking 
issues which have 
remained unresolved for 
more than two decades - 
despite ongoing comp¬ 
laints. 

About 50 residents attended 
the first public forum of the One 
Haverhill group, where they had 
been invited to raise issues of 
concern. 

Among them was Brian 
Thomas of Crowland Road, who 
raised the issue of potentially 
dangerous three-four-inch cracks 
and subsidence in his street, 
caused by heavy lorries and cars 
using it as a ‘rat-run’ to get from 
one side of the town to the other. 

Consultation is under way on 
plans to make the road one-way. 

Mr Thomas said: “It is the only 
access for ambulances coming 
from Camps Road and I know of 
three occasions when it has been 
blocked up in emergencies and

the ambulance has had to go all 
the way round the other way 
back. 

“That takes something like five 
or six minutes and you are talking 
about a person’s life. 

“It has taken 25 years to get 
where we are and I don’t think 
you are taking it seriously 
enough. A 12-year-old girl was 
killed and she would have been 
about 28 now. 

“I know of three other children 
who have been injured. It is time 


that something was done before 
someone else is killed.” 

More complaints were raised 
about illegal parking in Haverhill 
High Street and Insp Chris Galley 
told the meeting that 470 warning 
notices had been issued during a 
recent clampdown, but only 31 
fixed penalty tickets were issued. 

Those present agreed that 
police should continue to target 
the area and issue more tickets. A 
public inquiry is due to take place 
next year on whether the High 
Street should be closed to traffic 
during the day. 

Barry Robbins of Broad Street 
said he had grown up in the town 
and felt that after more than 20 
years of discussions, these issues 
should have been resolved. He 
said: “If you are still taking about 
if after 20 years, you are obviously 
not getting it right. 

“Nothing is being done, it is 
just more talking - when is 
someone going to stand up and 
do something?” 

Steve Boor of Suffolk County 
Council’s Highways department 
said north/south movement of 
traffic in Haverhill was difficult 
and it was hoped to solve the 
Crowland Road issue without 
moving the problem elsewhere.

A FEARLESS teenager has been 
presented with a bursary by an 
educational trust in support of 
her university ambitions.

Richards, who was trapped in the car, by 
talking to him and calming him before 
he was cut free by firefighters and taken 
to Addenbrooke’s. 

Peter Lloyd served as a wireless 
operator at RAF Wratting Common from 
1944 to 1945, where he met radar plotter 
Ruth Lloyd before their marriage in 1946. 

Although they then lived away from 
the area, the pair often returned to the 
Wratting area, taking part in reunions 
and twice-yearly services at the airfield 
memorial. 

Following Ruth’s death in 2001 and 
Peter’s in 2008, their children set up a 
trust in their name with the aim of 
helping deserving young people from 
the parishes of Carlton cum Willingham,

Anger as traffic 
brought to halt 
by roadworks 


AN angry motorist is calling for 
roadworks to be done at night

Why 
is it not being done at night? There are 
no houses nearby, so it would not disturb 
anyone and would cause much less 
disruption.”

County Council said sections of the road 
were being resurfaced at a cost of 
£200,000 and the work would continue 
until Saturday. 

Work was being carried out between 
9.30am-3.30pm to avoid the busiest 
periods. Full traffic controls - including 
traffic lights - would be in place during 
the working period. 

He said: “Unfortunately on Monday, 
after work had started, a resurfacing 
machine being used by the contractor 
broke down and had to be repaired 
before work could recommence, with 
materials which had already been spread 
on the road surface, and this work had to 
be completed before the road could be 
cleared. This delayed the work by about 
90 minutes and did cause some added 
disruption for motorists using this very 
busy road.

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Victims conned 
by ‘boiler room’ 


INVESTORS in Cambridge¬ 
shire and Suffolk were 
among the victims of a 
Spanish-based ‘boiler-room’ 
fraud which netted more 
than £8 million. 

Seven men are facing jail after 
being convicted following a three- 
month trial at Ipswich Crown 
Court for their part in the 
operation, which targeted 
thousands of investors in the UK, 
applying high pressure telesales 
techniques to push shares in a bio¬ 
diesel company, Worldwide Bio 
Refineries. 

The one defendant who pleaded 
guilty gave evidence for the 
prosecution. They are to be 
sentenced on September 23 and 
were remanded custody. 

Dennis Potter, 62, who lived in 
Singapore, was found guilty of 
conspiring to defraud investors in 
his company, Worldwide Bio 
Refineries Ltd, during 2005 and 
2006. His fellow company director 
Redmond “Ray” Charles Johnson, 
66, pleaded guilty to the same 
offence. 

Five other men, who were 
responsible for the management of 
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so-called boiler-rooms, were also 
found guilty of being conspirators. 
They are Steven John Murphy, 35, 
and Greg Pearson, 38, both of 
Marbella, Paul Daniel Murphy, 37, 
and Lee Eliot Homan, 39, both of 
Hertfordshire. Peter Bibby, 44, of 
south London, who absconded 
before the trial, was tried in 
absentia and there is a warrant for 
his arrest. 

Commenting on the 
convictions, Serious Fraud Office 
director Richard Alderman said, 
“This is an excellent result. Not 
only do boiler-room fraudsters 
prey on vulnerable people, they 
also deprive genuine businesses of 
the capital they need to grow. 

“Quite bluntly, they ruin lives. I 
am delighted that the SFO is 
playing its part in tracking down 
operations like these and bringing 
fraudsters to book.” 

The share selling was 
undertaken by salesmen working 
from a number of boiler-rooms in 
Marbella and Barcelona, although 
many of them used false names 
and claimed to be calling from 


offices in Frankfurt, Stockholm or 
Amsterdam. The business 
prospects of the company and the 
bio-diesel market were inflated by 
WBR’s directors and the salesmen, 
who claimed that substantial 
international business was being 
done and that the business’s shares 
were valued at £110 million. 

Investors, including 11 from 
Cambridgeshire and 17 from 
Suffolk, believed that their 
investment in a successful bio¬ 
diesel enterprise would net them 
significant short-term returns, 
bolstered by claims that WBR was 
to be floated on the stock market 
which would result in a significant 
increase in share value. These 
claims were bogus. 

The reality was that the UK bio¬ 
diesel plant produced no output 
and, with only limited imports 
coming from the Singapore plant, 
WBR was not being managed with 
any intention of it becoming a 
growing commercial success 
generating profits from sales of 
bio-diesel. 

Of the cash obtained from 
investors, about £4m was 
transferred to accounts in Cyprus, 
Jersey and Spain for the benefit of 
the boiler-room salesmen.

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The hit musical Buddy is 22 years 
old - the same age as Buddy 
Holly when he died. More than 
50 years on from that fateful 
night in Iowa, Buddy's widow tells 
why her husband will always be 
with her. 


I MMORTALISED by Don 

McLean in his song American Pie 
as the day the music died, the date 
will forever be ingrained on the 
memory of Maria Elena, widow of 
Charles Hardin ‘Buddy’ Holly. 

Each year, she commemorates the 
passing of her husband, just 22 when 
he died, in the same way. 

“I pray for Buddy, like I do every 
night,” she begins. “I light a candle, I 
buy flowers, and stay home.” 

In June 1958, when the couple had 
been married less than six months, 
the small plane carrying Buddy, 17- 
year-old Ritchie Yalens, J.R ‘the Big 
Bopper’ Richardson, 28, and pilot 
Roger Peterson, 21, plummeted from 
the night sky into a frozen Iowa 
cornfield. 

Though the 50 years that have 
passed have dulled some of the pain, 
the shattering impact of the accident 
still remains with Maria Elena. 

“When Buddy died it was so 
sudden,” she reflects. “Those kinds of 
deaths are very, very difficult to deal 
with because you don’t have the 
chance to say goodbye.” 

The circumstances surrounding 
Buddy’s inclusion on the fateful 
Winter Dance Party Tour of 1959 


only add to the sense of tragedy. “ 
mean, he left home against my will 
-1 was pregnant,” says Maria 
Elena. “He said ‘It will be a short 
tour -1 just can’t continue without 
getting my own money to do what 
we’re planning to do’. We had plans 
to open record companies and our 
own publishing company and 
Buddy also wanted to develop new 
artists, even at that time.” 

Folklore has it that Maria Elena 
had a premonition about the crash 
before he left for the tour. 
“Absolutely, as a matter of fact we 
were both dreaming,” she confirms. 
“Buddy had a dream about leaving 
me on top of a building and I 
dreamt about a comet, this great 
ball of fire coming down.” 

Having discovered news of the 
crash on television, Maria Elena 
says she fell into a ‘catatonic state’, 
unable to digest what had happened. 
She miscarried soon after. 

It was in England on his 1958 
tour that the Buddy Holly legend 
first took off. “Buddy was more 
recognised in the UK than the 
United States,” she says. 

The trademark glasses came to 
represent everything Buddy stood 



for. Elvis he wasn’t, with an 
unconventional look and unique 
talent. This certainly made an 
impression on the Brits. 

Paul McCartney once said that 
at least the first 40 songs the 
Beatles wrote were Buddy Holly- 
influenced. “I would say that John 
Lennon and Buddy would’ve been 
the best of friends,” suggests 
Maria Elena. 

“I know Paul also loved and 
respected Buddy, but I think John 
and Buddy would’ve got together 
to do a duet.” 

Natural then that it was on the 
London stage that Buddy’s legend 
took on a new life with Buddy: 

The Buddy Holly Story, in 1989. 

A smash hit in the West End, on 


tour and around the world for the 
past 22 years, Buddy kick-started 
the craze for “jukebox musicals”. 

Over the years, many actors 
have had the task of filling 
Buddy’s shoes on stage, with 
Roger Rowley and Glen Joseph 
sharing duties on the current 
tour. 

Maria Elena says: “Each 
Buddy has done a tremendous 
job in the way they portray him 
- I’m sure Buddy would’ve 
approved.”

THE Bronte sisters are back in 
fashion this autumn. 

November heralds Andrea Arnold’s 
eagerly-anticipated adaptation of 
Wuthering Heights, distinguished by 
the casting of James Howson as the 
first black actor to portray Heathcliff 
on the big screen. 

In the meantime, director Cary Joji 
Fukunaga spoils us with his artfully 
composed version of Charlotte 
Bronte’s timeless romance, the first 
film version of Jane Eyre since 
Zeffirelli paired Charlotte Gainsbourg 
and William Hurt as the lovers 
across the social divide. 

Fukunaga chooses Mia Wasikowska 
as the much-abused heroine and is 
rewarded with a moving and 
emotional performance. 

With a mournful look into the 
camera, the fast-rising Australian 
actress conveys all of the unspoken 
desires and shattered dreams of a 
young woman. 

She is beautiful yet ghostly pale, 
flushing with colour when Jane 
experiences the first pangs of love. 
Michael Fassbender proves a sexy 


Rochester, who falls under Jane’s 
spell but conceals a terrible, dark 
secret that could poison their 
relationship. 

Fukunaga’s film opens with Jane 
fleeing Thornfield Hall in tears, 
where she was employed as 
governess for Adele Varens 
(Settbon Moore), the young ward of 
Edward Rochester. 

Stumbling across the moors, she 
seeks refuge with clergyman St John 
Rivers (Jamie Bell) and his sisters 
Diana (Holliday Grainger) and Mary 
(Tamzin Merchant) at Moor House. 
As Jane recuperates, she recalls her 
turbulent past and her childhood as a 
10-year-old (Amelia Clarkson) with 
her cruel aunt Mrs Reed (Sally 
Hawkins). 


A friendship with sickly girl Helen 
Burns (Freya Parks) stiffens Jane’s 
resolve and once she comes of age, 
she finds employment at Thornfield, 
where housekeeper Mrs Fairfax 
(Dame Judi Dench) welcomes her. 
Fleeting romantic notions with 
Rochester are extinguished with the 
arrival of Blanche Ingram (Imogen 
Poots), who the downstairs staff 
believe will become the master’s 
wife. 

The film condenses the novel into 
two hours of yearning and regret.

Don't let your 
harvest waste 


O K, so your truck is now 
buckling under the 
weight of your fattening 
courgettes, juicy tomatoes, 
plums, green beans, aubergines 
and peppers - and the chances 
are some of it will end up in the 
bin unless you're feeding a 
bunch of hungry vegetarians 
every night. 

However, don’t despair and don’t let 
your courgettes turn into marrows just 
because you don’t know what to do with 
them. A few recipe books may give you 
inspiration to make a job lot of 
ratatouille or other veggie delights which 
you can freeze and enjoy at a later date. 

As part of its Grow Yourself Healthy 
campaign, BBC Gardeners ’ World 
magazine is inviting people to reap the 
rewards of their labour during Harvest 
Week this week, with a list of 
suggestions on how to make the most of 
your crops on its website 
www.gardenersworld.com and in the 
September issue of the magazine. 

Suggestions include hosting your own 
harvest party with the help of a range of 
party menus on the website, which 
feature mouth-watering recipes to show

off your home-grown crops. 

If you have an allotment, organise a 
swap shop where allotment holders can 
bring their excess produce to swap for 
some of your harvest. 

However, if you are reluctant to part 
with the home-grown fruits of your 
labour, there are many ways to preserve 
it so you can be enjoying it well into the 
winter months. 

Tomatoes can be frozen to use in 
sauces, casseroles and other cooked 
dishes. Immerse them in boiling water, 
peel off the skins, let them cool and then 
store them in batches in freezer bags. 
Just remember, they will be soft when 
they are defrosted, so won’t be suitable 
for salads. 

Alternatively, make tomato chutneys 


using a mixture of vinegar, salt and 
sugar, with added spices. Apples, garlic 
and onions can also be used to add 
flavour to chutneys. 

Many vegetables can easily be frozen, 
by preparing and blanching them first 
(plunging in boiling water for a couple 
of minutes and then cooling them in iced 
water for a few minutes so they don't 
continue cooking), then transferring to 
freezer bags. Green beans, asparagus, 
sweetcorn, carrots, Brussels sprouts and 
courgettes can all be frozen in this way. 

Virtually every fruit can be frozen, but 
be warned that when it is defrosted it’s 
likely to be soggy and sitting in juice. 
However, its flavour will not be impaired 
and such fruits are ideally used in 
sauces, compotes, pies and tarts. 

You need to de-stone stone fruits 
before freezing, as the stone will give off 
an almond taint. Apples and plums can 
be sliced, tossed with lemon and sugar, 
then frozen. 

Don't store any apples ripening before 
the end of September, as few of these 
will keep for long. You're better off 
turning them into puree, juice or dried 
apple rings. The best keeping varieties 
hang on the trees through October and 
are only gathered when hard frost hits 
them. 

Prepare them for storage by placing

them in a cool, airy place for a couple of 
days to sweat out any excess moisture. 
Put them out on a chilly evening without 
frost and then put them in storage first 
thing in the morning before they have 
warmed. 

Lay the apples in trays on a bed of 
crumpled or shredded newspaper in a 
frost-free, cool, dark place, such as a 
garage or shed. Pears can be stored in a 
similar environment but should not be 
wrapped. 

Other home produce requires dry 
storage, including potatoes, onions, 
garlic, pumpkins and winter cabbages. 
Potatoes should be left to dry off for 
several hours before storing in a wooden 
box in a dark, frost-free shed. They 
should keep until spring. 

Parsnips, cabbages, cauliflowers, 


beets and other roots keep fresh in the 
ground if covered in loose straw and 
plastic before everything freezes solid. 
Alternatively they can be kept in a cellar, 
or a dead chest-freezer in a shed, where 
the temperature and humidity are 
constant, and if the vegetables are put in 
when cold, they will stay fresh for 
months, although you would need to 
perforate part of the lid seal to allow 
ventilation. 

Onions, garlic and shallots keep easily 
for up to six months if they are well 
dried in a hot, airy place and then kept 
cool and dry, hanging in the roof of a 
dry shed or garage 

There’s no reason you shouldn’t enjoy 
the fruits of your labour well into the 
winter months.
